JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port our advices extend to the 27th February. The 
outward English mail of Dec. 31 reached Yokohama on Feb. 23. 
We give some interesting items from the local papers. 

With reference to the decision in the case of the Bombay and 
Oneida collision. the Japin Mail says :— Now that the excite- 
ment connected with the collision has subsided, and the irritation 
caused by the American Minister’s indiscretions is allayed, the 
calm impartiality of the decision is very ons acknowledged 
and appreciated. Mr. De Long need fear no implacability on the 

rt of the British section of the community, whose gratitude he 

as earned by illustrating the effects of institutions they dis- 
like, distrust, and fear. He has shown that these institutions 
advance to prominent positions men whose knowledge of the 
world is confined to obscure sections of it, and whose views have 
been formed and motives of action regulated by the pressure of 
surroundings ill calculated to fit them for dealing with large 
yet delicate issues. Whether he will find equally ready pardon 
from the intelligent, thoughtful, and cultivated—in fine, the un- 
represented portion of American society — is another question, 
which is rather a matter of speculative interest for us thananything 
else. But judging from such manifestations of opinion as have 
reached us both here and from Shanghai, we think it will be some 
time before Mr. De Long recovers from the lamentable imputation 
at present resting on him of having attempted with a vindictive- 
ness which required only ability to ensure its success, to inflame 
sions which a wise and good man would have sought to allay. 


The type of character he represents is not without rudimen 


merits ; warm-hearted, impulsive, and conscientious, it is deficient 
in generosity, and such moral intuitions as it possesses are 
moulded by strong national prejudices intensified by the extreme 
narrowness of vision which necessarily belongs to circumscribed 
antecedents. The attempt to import an international complexion 
into a simple thoush deplorable case of collision could only 
recoil upon the mind which conceived it; but it is lamentable 
that views of this order should be encouraged to complicate 
simple issues, and only fail from want of sufficient power to do so.” 

In another column the Japan Mail observes :—“ After the col- 
lision, the attempts made by the officers to save the crew of the 
Oneida were frustrated by the want of boats, the absence of good 
discipline—as was proved by the evidence of one of the survivors 
—and the want of rockets and blue lights. One gun only was 
fired, and though discharged four times, it was on the wrong side 
of the ship. and so failed to attract the attention of the Bombay 
either by its flash or report. The fatal nature of the collision 
arose quite as much from deplorable circumstances connected 
with the state of the Oneida as from any default of Mr. Eyre. 
She was cruelly ill-provided with boats, the rockets and blue 
lights kept ready for signals had been carried off by the col- 
lision, and those in the magazine-room were not fasteued to 
sticks. She fired but one gun, though, as stated, she fired it 
several times, but it seems to have been manned only by two men, 
and this fact alone discloses a want of such readiness as emergen- 
cies of such a nature imperatively demand. It would be, there- 
fore, grossly unjust to impute to Mr. Eyre the whole blame of the 
Joss of the crew of the corvette. He was in no way responsible 
for the collision, which was attributable to the bad management 
of the Oneida ; he saw no signals and heard no guus; he had no 
conception tnat the vessel was a man-of-war with a full cumple- 
ment of men, and he inferred that she was in no danger, or that, 
if jn danger, she could ensure her safety by running on to the 
spit.” 

The Japon Herald comments in a verysimilar spirit on the case 
as affecting Captain Eyre :—* As extenuating circumstances, it is 
but fair to him to remember that the Oneida stood away under sail 
after the collision as if nothing of consequence had occurred to 


. 
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her—for he was probably unaware that her steering apparatus had 
been carried away—that she showed no blue light or rockets, or 
exhibited any signals of distress ; for her guns, for some reason, 
were not heard, nor their flashes seen by any one on board the Bom- 
bay. We know why blue lights and rockets were not seen, but Cap- 
tain Eyre did not. These signals were looked for, but we learn 
by the evidence that they were not seen, because they could not 
be exhibited; but at that time Captain Eyre could not be in 
possession of the reason why they were not burnt, and was 
misled into believing that, as these most ordinary signals of dis- 
tress were not shown, his assistance was not required. Moreover, 
he was not to be blamed for the collision of the ships ; on this, 
the first time of his entering the port, he was at his post on the 
bridge. and directly the Oneida's lights were observed, followed 
‘the rule of the road’ by porting his helm. It may with safety 
be affirmed that had the American ship been steered in obedience 
to this common observance on ships passing, no accident whatever 
would have occurred. He stands acquitted, not alone by the 
Court, but by public opinion ; at all events of being the proxi- 
mate cause of the calamity, though unhappily not of some of the 
ultimate consequences, which he must evermore deeply deplore.” 

The Jupin Herald has the following :— 

The Mikado presented Tosa with 100,000 rios paper for his sin- 
cerity in the late war, which he has given to those burnt out lately, 
so Tosa for the hour is in high feather. The Mikado has been 
lauded so highly for his magnanimity during the war that the 
world (through agency of the telegraph) is pretty well assured 
that he is worthy of universal praise ; but it is a fact that Enomoto 
and half-a-dozen followers are in strict confinement at Yedo, as 
though the Mikado really feared them. Why not prove his mag- 
nanimity and release them? Did not America release Davis, a 

eater rebel, and not suffer for it? So let the Mikado be advised. 

tthe burning of the Palace of Aidz all the books relating to 
the amount of kinsitz loaned the several Daimios were burnt, so 
that it is now impossible to tell what quantity they had, or what 
number has been issued by the Government. 

A school of navigation will shortly be opened at Skigi, whereat 
the professors will not be Europeans, but Japanese officers who 
served for or ayainst Enomoto at Hakodadi. Daimios are said 
to be making quite a rush for “ presentation,” in order that their 
children may have tho young idea exercised in the law of pro- 
jectiles, and fami iarised with naval tactics. 

A marine survey party is about being organised by the Japan- 
esc Government, to survey the coast and harbour, under Euro- 

ean instruction. The Zomio Maru, steamer, is likely to be 
Revoted to this service, and sub Lieut. Maxwell, navigating 
Lieut. of the Sylvia, will probably be appointed to the command. 
A series of Jarre godowns are about to he erected along the water 
frontage, from Beuten to the native western hatoba, for storage 
of goods helonying to Jupanese merchants, 

The efficiency and high state of discipline of the P. and O. Co.'s 
service was amply proved on the cullision which took place 
between the Sunt and the North German barque Carry and 
Jane. In three minutes after the accident all hands from the 
barque were on hoard the Sunda, the majority of them having 
been picked up by her hoats. It is acruel reflection that with 
this high state of discipline every man of the Oneida’s crew was 
not saved. It is ill work opening wounds still bleeding, but such 
thoughts are inevitable to those who cannot easily forget a calamity 
so heart-rendiny as that of last month. 

G The Jupua Times says: “We stated in our weekly issue of the 
12th inst. that the Government at Yedo had stopped the publica- 
tion of the native newspapers, but this is not entirely correct ; the 

apers have ceased to exist, indeed, but they died easy and natural 
deaths: in no way attributable to the hand of the Government. 
The publication of tne Goverument Gazette still continues and re- 
cords the appointments to various offices, the movements of the 
court, and maiters of that nature.”

HIOGO AND OSAKA. 


The following items are from the Hiogo and Osaka Herald :— 
© We understend thit the screw steamer Ar/er has been disposed 
of by Messis. Lehmann, Hartman, and Co, to Prince F’ku-yama, 
the price ovtained for her being about $18500. We hear that 
this vessel is to be «employed on a Mail Packet Service to and from 
Osaka and ports in the inland sea. 

The Japaucse Government, as generally reported, appear to he 
adopting active measures for the total suppression of native 
Christianity. The news of the raid at Urakami no sooner reaches 
us than we hear of similar doings from various parts of the 
kingdom. Scme ten days since abot 200 of these Christian 
believers were daodyed at) Osaka a little below the Castle, and 
thence con.eyed ts) rison | From what we could ‘earn respecting 
them, they woe irom Bizen, Geyshiu, and the adjacent provinces ; 
they had heen dragged from tocir homes, irrespective of age or 
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sex, and were not even permitted to bring with them other than 
the garments they had on at the time. On landing at Osaka they 
presented a very wretched and wiserable appearance ; men, 
women, and children separated from kith and kin—in truth a 
pitiable sight. 

A correspondent from Osaka says :— 

Rice gets dearer and dearer, and foreign rice is m demand. I 
suppose we must look to Saigon for fresh supvlies. I-notice that 
the total export of Rice from that port, to all parts, has increased 
fifty per cent., within the past two years, while in British Burmah, 
thanks to the shortsighted policy of the Indian Government in 
taxiag the export of rice nine per cent. we read that “the trade 
of Akyab, the great rice port. is going back.” 

Railway material arrived on the 8th instant at Kobe, in the 
Psyche, to the consignment of Messrs. Alt and Co. We presume 
this is for the construction of the contemplated line of tramway 
in connection with the new dock works at Osaka. 

The Hiogo News notices a severe gale which passed over the 
port on the 15th Feb., doing some damage, both afloat and ashore, 
the Grand'Stand having been “ forcibly removed.” A fall of snow 
is likewise recorded at Hiogo and Yokohama. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Naeasakl, Feb. 17, 1870, 

My last was on the 29th ult., via Marseilles, since when there 
has been very little news, if I except that contained in the en- 
closed cuttings from the local papers. On the afternoon of the 
10th inst. the Messageries Imperiales steamer Thabor arrived in 
this harbour from Shanghai, bringing the English mails of the 
3rd and 17th Dec., and on the next evening the P. and O. steamer 
Cadiz also arrived from the same port, and in a like manner they 
proceeded to Hiogo and Yokohama. The services constantly 
clash, and are of little value to this community, and are not 
likely to prove advantageous to either company, if the branch 
service is made a permanent one, which no doubt it will be when 
the companies find out the importance of Nagasaki as a coaling 
station, where good coals can be obtained at the very moderate 
price of $5 to 86 per ton, free on board. Itis a matter of sur- 
prise to many that while the P. and 0. Company are endeav--ur- 
ing to reduce the cost of their coals they still send them out from 
home to Yokohama, when they can be obtained from this port at 
a much cheaper price The situation of this place is nearly in the 
route of the compiny’s steamers while on the voyage hetween 
Hong Kong and Yok»hama, and the little delay caused hy their 
calling in on their inward voyage would be a mere trifle when 
compared with the saving effected in the price of the coal. The 
question is worthy of the consideration of the directors and share- 
holders, who would do well to authorise competent persons to in- 
stitute inquiries and report to them. 

Business here is almost entirely confined to local articles, such 
as raw Cotton, Sugar, Rice, Peas, &c., and while scarcely any de- 
mand exists for Cotton Manufactures, the raw material imported 
from China finds a ready sale at advancing rates ; this somewhat 
coofirms the rumours current a short time since, re-pecting the 
neighbouring Daimios prohibiting Foreign piece goods from enter- 
ing their territory. Exchange on London 6 months, 4s. 541; Niboes 
420 to 425; Freight to London nominal, as there is no vessel loading. 

The following is from the Nagasaki Shipping List With 
regard to the report current here, that 200 native Christians who 
were imprisoned had been set at liberty immediately on receipt of 
orders from Yedo, we regret to say that such is not the case All 
the Christians that had been arrested were at once shipped off, or 
sent overland to Oumura ; ferther, that no arrests were made 
after the 24th ult., simply hecause there were no more Christians 
left in the place. This report was only got up for the purpose of 
making us helieve that the Government wishes to act in good 
faith. We also regret to state that the Government here still con- 
tinue to sell the property of the exiled Christians. The report 
regarding the loss of the steamer Jeloong proves to be unfounded, 
she having discharged her cargo of native Christians somewhere 
onthe coast We have not been able to get any information from 
the people on board as to the place where the people she took 
away froin this were landed, and it is not likely that we shall get 
any particulars on the subject. H.B. M. gunboat Dove sailed for 
Hiogo and Yokohama 2nd February. . 

Ina later issue of the same paper we find the following :—We are 
glad to say that although the Ministers did at first believe in the 
faith and promises of the Yedo Government. they have since the 
receipt of fur:her news from this place, come to the conclusion 
that they could not rest satisfied with such empty promises ; and 
we hope that they will insist in having the unfortunate victims of 
Urakami brought back to their homes. We regret to say that we 
have been unable to obtain any more reliable information. The 
actions of the local authorities have been kept so dark, and such 
strict watch has been kept on our reporters, that we have not been 
able to learn anything for sone time; we have no doubt the 
Government having discovered that most of the information we 
have lately published was derived from native sources, have issued 
some secet order threatening the Japanese people, who may give 
such information to foreigners about the Christians, with severe 
punishment; this may be the reason which has deterred man 
of them from coming forward ; and we feel sure, that although 
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foreigners know little or nothing of what is going on, still the 
Government is busy:working out their dark designs. That the 
native Christians are henceforth not to be left in peace we are 

uite convinced ; -inec. in making the usual annual census, every 
Topanesd is now required, when registering himself, to declare 
what religion he professes ; a thing that has not been done since 
the old Government, after the Treaties of 1858, had abolished the 
custom of making the people trample on the cross. 

The Nagasaki I’cpress has the following, under the heading of 
“Our Mail:”—The London mail of 3rd Dec. arrived in Shanghai 
on the 23rd Jan. H.M-S. Salamis left for this port the next morn- 
ing at daylight—but did not bring it. The Dutch brig Engel left 
Shanghai on the 27th Jan., and arrived here yesterday—but did 
not bring it. The British ship Kagosima left Shanghai on the 
29th Jan., and arrived here on the 3rd instant—but did not bring 
it. The P.M. steamer Oregonian left Shanghai on the 2nd, and 
arrived here -yesterday—but did not bring it. Query—When will 
the London mail of 3rd Dec. reach Nagasaki ? Letters when posted 
are generally stamped, and stamps are sold by the Government— 
ergo, the Government accepts some responsibility in their de- 
livery. Query—Who is to blame for the non-delivery of the Lon- 
don mail of 3:d Dec ? 

The following extracts are also from the Express :— 

A report was current last week that even then more Christians 
were being collected, and were to be deposited in the steamer 
Elgin, then at anchor off the native town of Nagasaki. Inquiries 
resulted ina band of about seventy men having been seen tiat 
afternoon, tied in the same manner as those already made prisoners, 
and supposed to be Christians, being marched through the town. A 
certain deuree of excitement prevailed amongst those foreigners who 
sympathised with these unhappy people The‘sovernor of Nagasaki, 
however, now denies that any Christian natives were sentaway ; 
he declares that the steamer Elvin only went to Hirado, on Sun- 
day lost, for the purpose of reshipping those very wretched ones who 
were wrecked in the steamer Governor Higginson ; he further an- 
nounces their destination to be Tsuwano and Matsuye. But if, 
as we arc informed, in what he has hitherto done in deporting 
4,000 unfortunates, he has acted contrary to the wishes of the 
Japanese authoritics at Yedo, why did he wot send the steamer 
Elgin to bring the wrecked ones back, and restore them to their 
homes? In our view of the proceedings we may say that the 
Northern disapproval seems to us to be a very indefinite one ; we do 
even now hope that the Ministers will not let the matter rest ; 
their urging will compel the Japanese to undo this barbarity if 
their now remain aught to be wudoue. If the Japanese authori- 
ties wish us to belicve that these Christians are not really put to 
death, or to deadly work, Jet them be shown how tv convince us. 
We know some of the deported ones; we know the valley where 
the greater number of the 4,0U0 lived; we saw their homes and 
their fields tenanted cheerfully in the last harvest ; we have seen 
these howes and ficlds since their departure in the hauds of the 
soldiery. Let the deported ones be brought back, that we may 
see them busied again in the spring. Dut if others occupy the 
lands, what can we believe? We cannot forget Papenburg’s cliff, 
whence two hundred were hurled into the sea.

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PEKING AND TIENTSIN. | 
The unfortunate Peking Culege still affords topic for conversa- | 


tion. ‘The latest event is the dismissal of M. Tépissier, the Pro- 
fessor of French, because he refused to continue his courses unless 
certain changes were made in the existing oraer of things. Ils 
ebief grievance was said to be that he docs not hold his app int- 
ment direct from the Tsungli-yamen, as Dr. Maitin does, but from 
Mr. Hart only. 
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We have letters from Tientsin to the 14th February, confirming 
the satisfactory rumour which reached us by the last mail, that 
Chung-how has really advised the Chineso Government to work 
the coal mines in East Chibli by foreign appliances, This does not 
necessarily mean that his suggestion will be adopted, but it affords 
room for hope, as he isan influential mandarin. The ice in the 
river was two feet thick, and not expected to break before the 
middle of Mareh. No open water could be seen from Taku. 
The prospects of trade for the coming season are considered good, 
as the country is tranquil and the ieteud markets are reported to 
be void of cotton goods. Business was commenced on the l0th 
ult.. by sales of some common make 8}-lb. Shirtings, at Tls. 
2.33 ; they had risen on the 14th to Tls. 235; and Tls. 2.40 was 
looked for, when the inland dealers should arrive. The Chinese 
were said to hold no stock, and that in foreign hands was esti- 
mated at only 14,000 pieces. ‘The total imports during 1569 had 
been 1,211,835 pieces Grey, and 243,610 pieces White Shirtings— 
three-fourths of the former, and nearly all the latter, direct from 
England. 


HANKOW. 

The Confucius, gunboat, in the Chinese service, lies a complete 
wreck off the Tiger Rock, a few miles below Hankow. It appears 
that the regular pilot remained behind in Hankow to spend the 
New Year with his friends and relatives, according to the national 
custom, und the boat sailed with the French Minister and the 
French Vice-Consul for Shanghai, under the charge of a compara- 
tively inexperienced native pilot. At this period, when the river 
has fallen so low, the navigation is attended with innumerable 
dangers, and one is surprised in the circumstances to find the 
command, for it virtually amounts to that, being entrusted to a 
novice. After a few hours’ sail the boat went full speed on to the 
Tiger Rock, and instantly went to pieces. No lives were lost, but 
I understand the passengers’ luggage and goods were not reco- 
verable. : 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings Shanghai correspondence to March 2, 
No later advices than those of Dec. 31 had been received from 
London. Via Kiachta, London telegrams had been received up to 
Jan. 20. The following summary of the proceedings of the 
French Minister is from the North China Herald :— 


We are able to lay hefore our readers a complete sketch of M. 
de Rochechouart’s proceedings during hia recent expedition up 
the Yangtze to settle the pending missionary grievances. His 
first cull was at Nanking. where, as we have alreidy men- 
tioned, he induced the Viceroy to issue a suitable notifica- 
tion. Passing next to N’ganking, he satisfied himself that 
the leading rioters were punished, and brought all questions 
connect:d with the French missionaries in this nei:hbour- 
hood to a satisfactory settlement. Two delegates from the 
Viceroy have accompaniei a member of the Jesuit mission 
to the city, and are now engaged in selecting aud purchasing a 
plot of land for a missinn-house and church. Ko, one of the dele- 
gates, is an expectant Chehsien attached to the Shanghai district, 
and proved to be fairly acquainted with the French language, 
which, it is presumed, he learned at Sikawei. The other. Hu, is 
a member of the Subordinate Board of Foreign Affairs, which has 
been established at Nanking to aid the Viceroy in discharging 
his duties as Commissioner for Foreign Affairs in Southern China. 
The iden was, we believe, to make # sort of junior Tsungli yamen, 
which should negotiate with foreign Consuls in the South, as the 
real Foreiyn Board does with foreign Ministers at the capital. 
But foreign ofticials generally have not appreciated the change, 
and bave preferred direct negotiation with the Viceroy. 

We learn, by-the-bye, a fact curiously illustrative of the turbu- 
lent character of the students, that the Futai and the examining 
Commissioner were themselves mobbed in their yamens by the 
former, a few days after the missionary disturbance. 

The expedition next passed on to Kiukiang, where several quer- 
tions were pending ; and after a fruitless attempt to scttle them 
with the Taoutai, M. de Rochechouart determined to visit Nan- 
chang, the capital of the Kiangsi province. He was obliged to 
make the trip ina steam launch, owing to the lowness of the water. 
The apparition of the steamer created great interest among the 
people who had never seen such a phenomenon before ; and they 
were impressed with the high dignity and importance of a visitor 
who was received with so much ceremony by their Governor. The 
French notie:d that placards were posted in the streets through 
which they passed, stating tat the French Minister had arrived ; 
but that his stay would be short ; and warning the people to be 
polite, otherwise the consequences might be serious. Nanchang 
hag the credit of being one of the most anti-foreign pluces in the 
empire ; so this effect is the more gratifying. It was fortunate, 
too, in escaping capture by the rebels, so its inhabitants are 
exceptiomlly impressed with their own strength and importance. 

The next visit was to Hankow, wher: the Sz chnuen difficulties 
have been setdled, and the questions relating to Kweichow arranged 
as far as possitle, regard being had to the disturbed state ot that - 
proviace. A proclamation which we publish elsewhere details the 
circumstances, and the puni-lment inflicted for the attack on Ro- 
ian Catholic Missions at Tien-imen, a hien city some 260 i up the 
Han river; and a dcspiteh frum Li Futai explains at length the 
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measures taken in Szechuen. The rumour that Li-hung-chang is 
to go to Shungking is contradictel. He is delegated as Impe- 
rial Commissioner to Yunan, Szechuen and Kweichow, to settle 
existing troubles ; and will, as we remarked before, be op 
rarily replaced by his brother Li-han-chang—now Futai of Che- 
kiang—in the viceroyalty of the two Hoos. Li-hung-chang is 
said to be annoyed at being so quickly disturbed from his well- 
earned rest. After quelling the Taiping rebellion in Kiangsu, 
and the Nienfei in Shantung, he conceives himself entitled to 
some rest, instead of being at once turned against the Kweichow 
Miaotze and Yunnan Mahomedans. : 

M. de Rochechouart left Hankow on the Ist inst, on his way 
overland to Peking. He is accompanied by two Europeans, 
Messrs. Laguerre, lieutenant de vaisseau, Debacourt, attaché of 
the Legation, and a Persian servant. He purposes passing 
throngh Singan, the capital of Shense, to settle various matters 
connected with the Catholic Missionaries in that province, on his 
way. He is provided with a pass from the Chinese authorities, 
requesting that every facility may bs provided for him on his way ; 
and is uccompanied by two officials to aid him in making his 
travelling arrangements. 

Having given this brief sketch of M. de Rochechouart’s pro- 
ceedings, it only remains for us to congratulate him and all 
foreign residents in China on the successful result of his efforts. 
He hag raised the prestige of France by his energetic action, and 
has added one more to the many lessons we have already gained 
of the inutility of diplomatic remonstrance, in dealing with 
Orientals, unless it be clearly shown that what is asked is meant, 
and that neither evasion nor refusal will be tolerated. Let our 
Ministers be sure that their grievances are real, and their demands 
just, and then insist on theirfulfilment. Adherence to this policy 
will obviate much danger of collision. while indulgence in the op- 
posite excess must lead to eventual war. ; 

A correspondent writes that “the Taoutai of Chinkiang has 
issued a proclamation urging the agricultural population to de- 
vote their attention to the cultivatior of the mulberry, on all un- 
tilled soil, in the hope of making Chinkiang a silk-producing port. 
To prevent the poor villagers suffering any pecuniary outlay by 
following his advice, the Taoutai is issuing plants gratis to all 
who desire them, and, when he is satisfied that sufficient ground 
is planted to feed silkworms, eg :s will also be given to the growers 
of mulberry-trees. As it is so seldom that officials take such 
effective measures to improve their district and enrich the people, 
I think the matter should be made known to the native public. I 
hear that application has already been made for as many as 25,000 
mulberry cuttings.” 

Communication has been resumed with the north, that is to say, 
several stenmers have left, in the hope of being able to reach Taku ; 
but, from what we hear of ice in the Peiho, they do not seem likely 
to get in for a week or fortnight ; yet this year they started one 
day later than last. 

The weather off the coast has heen boisterous lately, and the 
mail steamer Ganges, which arrived on the 2ist ult., had to put 
into Amoy. 








HONG KONG. 
Our advices by this mail are to the 8th March. The French 
mail of Jan. 20 arrived out on the 5th Feb. The latest London 
telegrams were to Feb. 16. 


The Overland Trade Report announces that after a great deal of 
discussion the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock and the Union Dock 
Companies of Hong Kong have hecome amalgamated. “ The re- 
sult is generally looked upon with favour, as a continuation of the 
competition which has existed for the last three or four years 
could not but be detrimental to the interests of all concerned. The 
details of the discussion which has lead to this result have been 
given in previous numbers ; and it seems beyond a question that 
the amalgamation will prove productive of the satisfactory results 
that have been anticipated ; as, while the one dock possessed the 
greater advantages in the matter of capital and influence, the 
other had the benefit of its docks being in the harbour in place of 
away from it. It is expected that a great saving in the working 
expenses will be brought about, and that by its being possible for 
the amalgamated docks to guarantee to take in the mail steamers, 
whenever necessary, much additionnl business will be secured.” 

The question of the accomodation and the rate of passage by the 
P. and O. steamers has been the subject of some discussiva in the 
local papers. It is suggested that, in view of the competition 
which will ensue from the opening of the Suez Canal, the P. and U. 
will findit to their advantage to improve their second-class accom- 
modation, and to arrange that the first-class passengers be not 
called upon to pay for wines, &c., which they may not consume, 
but that these be charged separately from the passage money. In 
connection with the subject, a2 correspondent of the Daily Press 
has thrown out a useful suggestion, to the effect that the journey 
could be made very conveniently via Calcutta and Brindisi; and 
points out that by that route there would be only 33 days sea, 
against 41 to 44 by the P. and O., and that if a regular service 

- were established the time might be greatly shortened. 

An important case of detention of young girls has come before 
the police magistrate. The facts brought to light during the in- 
vestigation were sumewhat startling. Five girls, of ages ranging 
from fifteen to eighteen, had been purchased in Canton, and 
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regular bills of sale made out. One of them cost the purchaser 
3,000 cash, or about 11s. 6d. English. Their place of confine-nent 
was discovered bya mere accident in Hong Kong. and but for this 
there would have been nothing to prevent the projected resale of 
the girls in Singapore. This wretched business is a lucrative and 
extensive one, and the presumption is that it exists in many of 
the secret places of the colony. 


The following is from the Drily Press :—Last year a letter was 
received by the Trustees of the Cathedral, fron Mr. R E. Baker, 
executor of the late Mr. Douglas Lapraik, offering. on behalf of 
the latter, to present a memorial window. This offer was accented 
by the Committee, and news has been now received that Mr. John 
8. Lapraik has taken the matter in hand, and is sparing no pains 
to obtain a window worthy of the object. This intelligence will 
doubtless be received with pleasure by the numerous friends of 
the late Mr. Douglas Lapraik, who cannot but be gratifiel at 
having so appropriate a memorial of a much esteeme1 fellow 
resident. ‘This window is to be placed in the new chancel, and it 
is hoped that so important a part being thus provided, there will 
be no difficulty experienced in carrying out that undertaking. 

The China Mail says:—The address of sympathy at the sad 
and unfortunate disaster which befel the U.S. Oneid1, from the 
community of this port other than Americans, was presented to 
Rear Admiral Rowan, commanding U.S. Asiatic squadron, on the 
28th. ‘The address was signed by the entire community, with 
scarcely an exception. Admiral Rowan, in receiving it, thanked 
the gentlemen presenting it, on his own part and that of his offi- 
cers, and the Government he represented, for this warm expression 
of sympathy on the part of the Hong Kong com nunity, and ex- 
pressed the pleasure he would have in forwarding it to his Go- 
vernment, by whom it would be received in the same cordial spirit 
in which it had been dictated. 

The vew fire insurance ventures have taken a start, and China 
fire shares are quoted 65 per cent. premium, while Victorias are 
40 to 45 per cent. premium, no sellers even at that. A fire is 
reported from Foochow, in which a mission church and 700 to 80 
houses were burnt ; the chapel cannot be rebuilt under 3,000 dols. 
The ruins of the fire cover several acres. 

The Munila Oficial Gazette announces that the Spanish Govern- 
ment has granted a concession to Messrs. Hearus and Graham for 
forty years, to lay a telegraph cable from Hong Kong, via Manila, 
toSingapore. This is the most definite piece of information relating 
to the project that has yet reached the Hong Kong public. 

Regarding the suggestion we made some time since, as to the 
advantages which would ensue if British subjects in Hony Kong 
and elsewhere in China were represented in the British Parlia- 
ment, we notice that our northern contemporary, the Shanghai 
Express, warmly endorses the ider. The ridiculous figure cut by 
most “ hon. members’’ who set up in the House as oracles on the 
China question is adduced as an excellent reason (and justly so) 
why the suggestion should be acted upon. The Express thus fairly 
puts it :—‘If such an appointment could be made, and if such a 
man as Mr. H. N. Lay could be elected to it, and would agree to 
serve his countrymen in China by representing them at home, a 
vast stride would have been made in the march of commerce in 
the East, and we should have some’ prospect before us of at any 
rate gaining a patient hearing in the first councils of our land. 
As it is at present, any county squire, who has, perhaps, never 
travelled farther from his ancestral home than London, or at mest 
to Paris, can get up in his place and call our leading merchants 
‘irate tradcrs,’ abuse our missionaries as he pleases, censure Con- 
suls for actions of which the nation should be proud, and prate 
generally of things and places of which he personally knows 
nothing, and of which he displays his ignorance in the most bare- 
faced but lamentable manner.” 

The China Mai has the following observations on the proceed- 
ings of the French Minister (which we have already recounted 
under “ Shanghai”) :—“ The account of the manner in which the 
French Minister in China has ‘negotiated’ with the Chinese in 
matters affecting the lives and property of French subjects here 
may be read with profit by The Times, the Pall Mall Gazette, by Sir 
C. W. Dilke, and by all others who adopt their peculiar notions as 
to what British policy should be. M. Rochechouart is entitled 
to the thanks of every foreigner in China, for the judicious 
and unwavering determination he has displayed in dealing 
with the native officials. Had he been an officer in the 
British service, his conduct in such a succession of emergen- 
cies must have been influenced by the thought of ‘what 
will they say at home;’ and just as unfortunate Gibson tem- 
porised in Formosa, so M. Rochechouart would have halted 
when he should have run strong, and thus have brought about 
hostilities which have been prevented by his prompt and uncom- 
promising demeanour. The French flag is decidedly in the 
ascendant here just now. The Chinese respect it because they 
know they cannot insult with impunity the men who have a claim 
to its protection. And it has gained the respect of foreigners of 
all nationalities here for the vigour with which its representative 
has shown readiness to enforce an observance on the part of the 
Chinese of obligations that lie at the foundation of international 
rights, but which politicians of the Dilkeian school seem to con- 
sider as not important enough to be insisted upon when Eng- 
iish subjects are in question. The contrast between Eng- 
lsh and French action in China is mortifying enough, et 
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rate to us who are here; but we have very little 


hope of improvement until the next war. If s Frenchman 
had been robbed and nearly murdered, and a price set upon & 


h consul’s head, as recently happened to Englishmen in For- 
a someting would have been heard thereof, otherwise than 
through editorial growls, to which Mr. Dilke, and The ‘limes, 
and the Pall Mall, in the plenitude of their omniscient knowledge, 
pay no attention. Let us hope that the narration of M. Roche- 
echouart’s efforts may lead them to entertain a juster iden than 
they now have of our position in China, and of the difficulties to 
be contended with, and that what they henceforward write in re- 
ferenco to British policy in China may be to some extent inspired 
by what actually occurs here, and not be based so entirely as it 
now is upon the speculations of theoretical and careless critics. 
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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE, 

From this port we have advices to the 15th March. The out- 
ward mail of Jan. 28 was received on March 3. The week since 
the departure of the French mail has been a very dull one, and 
there is little news of interest. 

The Straits Times say :—“ The day for opening the Legislative 
Session has not yet been fixed, and there is no question of politi- 
cal interest before the public. The Attorney-General went home 
by the French mail, on leave of absence, and his post will be filled 
in the meantime by A.M. Aitken, Esq. Whether the intended ab- 
sence of the Attorney-General had anytbing to do with the long 
season of rest the Legislative body has enjoyed we are not aware, 
bué at the closing of the session last year there was a good deal 
of work to do, which was postponed until the next session. Among 
these was the adaptation of the Indian Penal Onde to the Straits ; 
and there are a number of important measures to be considered, 
all of which should receive earnest deliberation, and when the ses- 
sion does begin it will doubtless prove a very busy one.” 

The laying of the submarine cable between Suez and Bombay 
has an important bearing upon the interests of Singapore, in that 
it is to be followed by a cable from Galle to Penang, and thence to 
Singapore. Colonel Glover, RE., late Director-General of Tele- 
graphs in India,.is at present in Singapore, selecting a site for 
Ending the cable, and making the necessary arrangements. He 
says this cable will be laid about the end of the present year. 

On the 2nd March, the steamer Shantung arrived here from 
Glasgow, having made the run in 42 days including stoppages, 
and 37 days actual running time. She left Glasgow on the 19th 
January—two days before the mail steamer left Southamptou— 
traversed the Suez Canal, and reached here one day in advance of 
the mail. The captain reported that he sounded the Canal very 
carefully while coming through, and found nowhere less than 26 
feet of water. This passage gives a practical demonstration of 
what can be effected by a fast steamer between China and London 
by the short route; and we may expect most of the trade with 
China shortly to pass into the hands of steamers via the Canal. 

The ship AWenborough arrived on the 8th March, having on 
board 135 men, women, and children for the troops here and at 
Hong Kong. The vessel has had a long passage, having been 
becalmed the greater part of the time since passing the Straits 
ef Sunda. The passengers do not appear to have suffered in 
health, notwithstanding the vessel ran short of provisions. No 
deaths occurred on the voyage ; there were, however, three births. 

We learn that the Hon, J. F. A. McNair has been appointed by 

the Governor to a seat in the Municipal Commission, in place of 
the Hon. O. J. Irving.

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the dual government operated prejudicially, and very often antago- 
nistic views were entertained by the two departments. 

Sir Henry Rawlinson was afterwards examined and entered into 
details with regard to the necessity of making presents to, and other- 
wise obtaining influence over despotic rulers in the Fast. In reply to 
the Chairman, he said :—I was British Minister at the Court of the Shah 
of Persia in 1858 and 1859, but I resigned my office when the Mission 
was re-tranaferred to the Foreign-office, because there was less freedom 
of action and less liberality under the Forcign-office than under the 
Indian Department. In Oriental Courts, and especially in the Persian 
Court, there was a system of making presents to the Sovereign which 
was absolutely indispensable if a Minister was to retain bis influence 
at that Court. The sum thus spent in presents by the English Minister 
was £1,500 a-year. The system is aeted on at the present day, and 
under the liberal system of the Indian Government I was in the 
habit of makirig presents to the Shah at my own discretion, and 
thereby gained very considerable influence with the Sbah. The 
practice certainly tended very much to influence the conduct of the 
public business, and if any political emergency had occurred, it might 
have been of great national importance. The power of making presents 
contributed most essentially to the maintenance of my influence. It 
not only bought the goodwill of the Sovereign, but fell in with the 
natural habite, prejudices, and cuatoms, and was felt and believed to be 
only what was due froma person who held the position of a Minister 
of a Sovereign of a great State. When I found that I was no longer 
able to give presents, I felt that I should be unable to retain my infla- 
ence, and therefore that, on public as well as private grounds it was 
better that I should retire while I still held a confidential position with 
the Shah. : 

By Mr. Eastwick: Giving presents at the Court of the Shah isa 
thing we cannot prevent, but there is a great difference between the 
administration of the Mission under the Foreign-office and under the 
Indian Government. There isa greater liberty of action under the 
Indian Department. We have not to follow a dry letter of instructions 
like we have under the Foreign-office. 

By Mr. Rylands: The means of influencing a despotic Government 
like that of Persia are wholly different to those which influence a con- 
atitutional one. Everything depends upon personal influence with the 
Sovereign. There is no public opinion whatever. The despotism of 
the Shah of Persia is quite different to anything we can conceive of the 
despotism of a European Sovereign. He has no sense of responsibility 
whatever, and can at five minutes’ notice strangle half-a-dozen of his 
Ministers. The knowledge of the way to deal with such a Government 
is not to be found in Downing-street, simply because the traditions of 
Downing-street run entirely in a different groove, and refer to civilised 
diplomacy and European Missions. 

By Mr. Lowther: The Shah used to take me into an inner room, 
and leave the Foreign Minister outside. I hada great advantage over 
the Foreign Minister. 

By Lord Barrington: The French have no great interests in Peraia, 
and their mission is on a small scale. 

The Chairman then thanked Sir Henry for his attendance, and the 
Committee adjourned. 


THE INSTITUTION OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 

The second meeting this session of the Institution of Naval Archi- 
tects was held in the hall of the Society of Arta, Sir John Pakington, 
president, in the chair, on the 7th instant. Some very interesting sub- 
jects were discussed ; the following condensed report was unavoidably 
omitted from our last isgn:. 

THE LOAD DRAUGHT OF MERCHANT VESSELS. 

Mr. W. W. Rundell, secretary to the Liverpool Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation and to the Underwriters’ Registry for Iron Vessels, read a 
paper on this subject. He said:—The proper draught for a merchant 
vessel was not to be determined, in the first place, by science, but by 
experience. Nor was ita fixed quantity for the same vessel. It varied 
with the seas:-na, with the nature of the voyage, of the cargo, and many 
other circumstances. The builder based his calculations on a free vide 
of two and a-balf inches to each foot depth of hold. The sbip- 
owner requires three and a-'alf inches to the foot. As wooden vessels 
were fast passing away and iron sailing ships were being superseded 
to a large extent by steamer, there could be little objection to the 
3-10 scale being taken as a proper one for ascertaining when 
gafficient cargo has been placed on board a vessel. Having des- 
cribed the temptation to which surveyors were liable to depart from 
stringent rules, Mr. Randell observed, if the scale of three tenths 
of the total displacement be accepted as an approximate guide, 
the following plan may be worthy of consideration :—Let a round spot 
nine inches in diameter be conspicuously painted on every vessel over 
300 tons regiater on each side amidshipr, at the point through which 
a horizontal plane would pass, which would cut off the upper quarter of 
the vessel's registered tonnage when she is on an even beam. This 
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would be usefal in indicating pretty accurately when three-tenths of 
the whole vessel are out of the water, by observing that in vessels of 
about 500 tons this mark ehould be fully ita own diameter above the 
level of the water. That in vessela of about 750 tons it would ‘be one 
and a-half times its own diameter above water. That in vessels of 
1,000 to 1,500 tons it would be two diameters above water, -and in lar- 
ger ships two and a half diameters. No kind of instrament would be 
required to make the observation, and it could be estimated at a con- 
siderable distance. Thus, if the spot were very near the surface of the 
water the ehip would certainly be very fully laden ; if it touched the 
water she would be very deeply laden; and if it were immersed, or out 
of sight, we should not be far wrong in supposing that the vessel 
was dangerously laden. This proposed new imposition upon shipowners 
would not much increase the burden they now have to bear. On the 
other hand, it would give the shipowner and others concerned infor- 
mation which would frequently be of service; and where a ship was. 
fine under water, and long in proportion to her depth, it would check. 
misrepresentation as to the extent of her loading. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE AT SEA. 

The lengthy discussion which followed the reading of the foregoing 
paper turned chiefly upon the causes of the great loss of life at sea. 
Mr. Lamport, speaking as a shipowner, thought that no arbitrary rule 
for the loading of ships would work in practice. The strain upon a - 
veasel in a seaway depends more upon the disposition of the cargo im 
the ship than upon the amount of freeboard, and the plan proposed by’ ~ 
Mr. Rundell would be practically useless in the case of ateamers,even - 
assuming it to be applicable to sailing-ships. Mr. John Dudgeon, 
shipbuilder, wished to call attention to the steerage power of vessels, 
which ag a rule was not quick enough to meet emergencies. He.re- 
commended the twin screw. Mr. Scott Russell said that he laid it 
down as an axiom that any shipbuilder could undertake to build an 
unsinkable ship, if any shipowner would come forward and order an 
unsinkable ship to be built; but, then, what would become of the in- 
surance people? (Laughter.) He had such faith in iron, and such 
contempt for water, that he believed iron would beat water any day. 
Mr. W. M. Fenning said that he was one of the underwriters at- 
Lloyd’s, and that he had. no practical knowledge of shipbuilding, but’ 
that he knew that losses of life and property at sea were increasing ; 
also that ships were overladen much morc than they used to be. So 
much was this the case that it seemed as if storms had never left off 
blowing in all directions ever since the great cyclone at Calcutta. As 
an underwriter, he knew that that overloading was a great cause of 
this evil, and he thought that the evil was constantly increasing. 


A OANAL THROUGH THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA. 

Mr. Scott Russell then read a paper on ‘‘ The Fleet of the Future,” 
in which he began by pointing out the great changes in telegraphy, 
railways, ships, aud canals during the past ten years, and whilst speak- 
ing of the Suez Canal he said that he had just heard that it had been 
proved that there was a current flowing steadily throagh it from the 
Red Sea to the Mediterranean. Great revolutions had taken place dar- 
ing the laat ten years; what changes were likely to take place in the 
ten years to come? He did not think that it was difficult to foresee 
some of these. In the firat place, the bottom of every ocean will be 
covered with telegraphic lines; and in the second place the Isthmus of 
Panama will be cut through by a canal, for he held in his hands a plan 
of the canal, which was sanctioned, as he believed, by the American 
Government. It was planned to go through the narrow part of the 
isthmus. and it would be of the same length as the Suez Canal, viz., 
one hundred English miles— with this difference, that one half of it is 
already made by nature, as the projectors took advantage of one of the 
local rivers, just as M. Lesseps had done with the lakes in the Isthmus 
of Suez. The “young English” on the other side of the Atlantic are 
so go-ahead in all that they do that he should not wonder if they 
brought over a very big cargo of Chinamen, and finished the canal in 
five yeara instead of ten. In ten years he thought that direct railway 
communication with Ind-a would be established, and that a bridge 
would be erected over the Bo-phorus. Railways in China will pro- 
bably begin somewhat later. Who can predict the moral results when 
thoughts and things shall have the power of flowing so freely to and 
fro? Railways tend to kill the slower and smaller kinds of ships, but 
they supply large cargoes, and they loid large ships rapidly and punc- 
tually. The work of collection and distribution, in short, is no longer 
done by ships, but by railways, which take away the traffic from 
coasters, and take the cream of the business from coasting steamers, 
which, however, to some extent atill hold their ground. The ships of 
the future, he thought, would be for the most part large fron steamera, 
able to get through the Suez Canal, and to steam rapidly and economi- 
cally. The minimum size for trade with the East will probably be 
3,000 tons nominal. He then gave minate details of what he thinks 
likely to be the typical ship of the future, and he suggested the desir- 
ability of constructing a new class of war vessels made to attack the 
enemy ‘‘etem on” instead of with gung, although guns would be ne- 
cessary for occasional broadeide firing. 





ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 

At the meeting of this society, beld on the 4th instant, Major- 
General Sir H. C. Rawlinson, K.C.B., in the chair, the paper 
read was by Mr. F. V. Dickens, “ A Brief Account of the Chief Cos- 
mical Ideas now Carrent among the Better Educated Classes in Japan.” 
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The account given by the writer is taken for the most part from the 
Yedo Oho Setsyo, published at Yedo in 1861. This work is a kind of 
encyclopedic hand-book in two volumes, the first being a dictionary, 
the second, the chief source of this paper, a sort of compendium of 
useful knowledge, illustrated with numerous and excellent woodcuts. 
The Great Primary Principle (Tai-Kyoku) separating into its parts, the 
result was the Firmament (Tai-Yoten), by which the carth is supposed 
to be surrounded. as the yolk of an egg is surrounded by the white. 
There arc two elemental principles, from either, or the combination of 
which, everything originates—a Male, or developing, and a Female, or 
receptive one. ‘he Earth is supposed to have been formed by the 
condengation of the Female Principle in the middle of the Heavens, 
and generally believed to be square in form, though in reality it was 
spherical. The Sun, on the contrary, was the product of the Grea 
Male Principle; it was 2 ball of fiery matter moving round with the 
revolution of the Heavens, in which it was fixed; the way thus de- 
scribed is called the Yellow Way. The Moon originated in the Female 
Principle, being a condensation from moisture. Its path is called the 
White Way. Besides these there are five planets, which derive from 
the Male Principle, and neither wax nor wane. The views of the 


Seteyo are then explained regarding the origin and nature of the | 


principal natural phenomena, showing a good deal of their original 
cosmical aud astronomical notions and superstitions, not a little affected, 
it would seem, by an acquaintance with the result of European 
acience. The writer concludes in briefly criticising the Japanese system 
as propounded by the Yedo Setsyo. The origin and nature of the Tai- 
Kyoku, or Primary lrinciple, of which the two elementary forces were 
considered to be parts, were not even touched upon,and the mind was 
satisfied to explain everything, even itself, by a reference thereto, — 
even the Divine Beings descended from this Prime Cause; and though 
there were innumerable gods, there was no God in Chinese and Japa- 
nese philosophy. It was thus easily comprehended that the better 
educated, freeing themselves from the more vulgar superstitions, should 
become utter indifferentists to everything exccpt material comfort and 
the dictates of a code of honour for the most part traditional and arti- 
ficial. 


Tre “Onema” Drsasrer.—The following, from the San Francisco 
News Letter, showsa wonderful contrast to the spirit of the American 
press generally in commenting on this sad case :—‘ We have before 
us the official notes and evidence in the proceedings of the Naval 
Court of Inquiry as to the collision between the United States corvette 
Oneida and the P. and O. Steamer Bombay. It is a large pamphlet 
of forty pages, containing a complete statement of everything that-is 
known about the accident. Wedo not hesitate to say that a careiul 
perusal of it will convince any disinterested person accustomed to 
examining evidence that the judgment of the Court suspending 
Captain Eyre for a period of six months was unnecessarily severe. 
The evidence shows beyond the shadow of a doubt that the collision 
resulted from the utter stupidity of Lieutenant Yates, of the Oneida, 
a& young gentleman of tweaty-three, who had been a Master in the 
United States Navy less than a year; that no une on board the Bombay 
suspected the amount of damage sustained by the injared vessel, 
nor heard a gun fired ; that probably no guns were fired ; that signal 
lighta were handy and were not used, and finally, that had there been 
tie faintest scintillation of sense illuminating the souls of the officers 
of the Oncida (ut least those who saved themselves), not a life would 
probably have been lost. It does not appear either that Mr. Eyre was 
careless before the collision or hearticss afterward, and it does appear 
that the frothy condemnation of him by the American press is the 
most ludicrous illustration of going off at half-eock that we have had 
the pleusure of witnessing forlo! these many years. There is something 
essentially absurd in this bueiness. It is the pitiful spectacle of an 
injured female scolding shrilly at the neighbour whose well her 
thoughtless young one has clambered into. The result of this investi- 
gation is doubly gratifying to us. First, it exonerates an innocent man 
fromacrime the very enormity of which was a partial refutation of the 
charge made against him, and, second, it proves that our own intuitions 
were correct. Asan illustration of this latter fact, we may quote a 
derisive remark we mede in our issue of March 5th in-relation to those 
guns :—‘It is precisely these guns that cast a fishy glamour over the 
story. It seems that they had been loaded for the purpose of return- 
ing the salnte of a Russian ship which did not salute, and were thus 
in prime condition for firing when there was no time to load them. 
There is a savonr of ingenuity about this explanation that reflects 
credit upon the few survivors ; but we should like to have the teati- 
mony of the Russian gunner who did not fire that salute. Mr. Yates 
testifies : ‘None of the guns were loaded at the time of the collision.’ 
It is bad enough for our local press to slop over in the way it has 
done ; but it is infinitely worse to afterwards suppress the most im- 
portant evidence in the case and garble the rest, to conceal its own 
stupidity from the pablic. We wish it were possible to convey to the 
people some fuint suspigion of how they are led by the nose by editors 
who, as a gencral rule, htuve less sense than themaelves. But it is not, 
and there’s an end.” 


Wine Trauwars.—There ig exhibiting on the Brighton Downs at 
the present time a wire tramway five miles in length, in perfect work- 
ing order. It illustrates the immense advantages of this singularly 
cheap and effective method whereby, asa feeder to railways or maritime 
transit, goods, minerals, and agricultural produce may be conveyed. 
The system was introduced to public noti e about fourteen months ago 
by Mr. Hodgson, the civil engineer, who is the sole inventor and 
patentee. Since then it has been adopted in this country, and toa 
greater extent in France, with a success which has far exceeded the 
expectations of the promoters. While wire tramways can never super- 
sede rail ways and canals, they will aid both by developing resou)ces which 
would otherwise remain sealed. A purty of gentlemen under the guidanee 
of Mr. Beale, the agent of the patentee, recently inspected the works at 
Brighton. From a summit oft the Downs they saw what appeured to be 
double telegraph wires laid up hiil, through dale, and ia a devious, but 
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speaking roughly, a circular course. The posts were of iron instead of 
wood, and constructed of light bars instead of solid timber. The 

seeming wires were as thick as a walking-atick, and from them at im 

tervals hung iron boxes, go fixed and so constructed that when the- 
wire, which was in reality an iron rope, began to move the boxes 
moved with it, one sect passing away, the other coming forward. The 

whole system of iron tramways with all its ingenuity and obvious 

merits stood revealed. Ina hollow puffed the engine which gave life 

to the whole, and near it the drum round whieh the rope ran ita end- 

less course. Each box was capable of holding a hundredweight and a- 

half, and the full ones are made to go on to. the ternrinus, bringing 

back by their movement the empties. By a clever contrivance the 

posts, some of which are seventy feet high, are cleared without a bitch, 

and by an elaboration of pulleys, large and small, angles and curves 

are passed without stoppage. The line, though five miles long, thus em- 

ploys a rope of double that length. ‘The difficult ground ot the Downs 

was selected to show the facility of the system to some gentlemen who 

were negotiating for sixty miles of tramway in Ceylon. 


THe Cuivese In Ca.irornia.—The Californians are still much 
annoyed by the large influx of Chinese immigrants into their State. 
Crowds of Chineze are pouring into the country and overstocking the 
labour market in a manner not at all relished by a large section of the 
native popalation. The malcontents are, it seems, powerfully repre 
sented in the State Legisluture, and we learn from a Californien 
journal, the Alte Culifornia, that one or two very vigorous 
measures are meditated in order to eheck the invasion. It 
was first proposed that an Act should be passed forbidding the ex- 
portation of the bodies of any persons who may die within the limits 
of the State. This measure is, of course, directed against the Chinese, 
who are superatitions on the subject of burial in their own country. 
To grapple with the evil at an earlier stage, it is further proposed— 
the ostensible objection to the Chinese being that they bring the 
smallpox with them—to pass an Act for their compulsory vaccination 
immediately on their arrival, charging them ten dollars per head for 
the operation. Thus discourayed, it is hoped that the unhappy Ce 
leatials will desist from their attempts to force themselves up»n an 
unwilling State. Should these measurea, however, pass the Legisla- 


ture, the question whether they are conatitutional or not will be at 
once tested. 


JaPaNesr Sun-prirs —It has been stated in some of the French 
Fapers that there is an intention to fix in all the square: of Paris, for 
gencral use, *‘ watch reculators,” which are simply sun-dials of gal- 
vanised iron, with the addition of the equation of time, or the dif- 
ferences between the clock and the sun, imprinted on the face of the 
dial. The gnomon is a fine steel wire, the well-defined shadow of 
which tells the time within a minute. This is not one of the new 
things under the sun. The sun-dial maker is a frequent tenant of the 
little xtreet-stalls wiich ulound in the Foukagawa quarter of Yedo. 
The most popular of his productions is a portable sun-dial, of the shape 
and size of a large walnut, which, opening on a hinge, discloses on one 
side the dial, marked with twelve Japanese hours, each of which equals 
two of ours; and on the other a compass for cetting it. The little in- 
strument is, of course, only useful in Yedo (or its latitade), the: 
locality for which it is made. 


THE full report from the Japan Gazette of the official inquiry by the 
Naval Court at Yokobama into the circumstances connected with the 
collision between the Oneida and the Bombay appears in the New York 
papers. Great dissatisfaction continues to be expressed with the ver= 
dict suepending the captain of the Rombay for six months. The T'vi- 
bune says that no American will be satisfied with it. It thinks that 
upon the bare facts admitted in the finding of the Court, ‘* the inade- 
quacy of the sentence, and the terms in which it is imposed, seem 
absolutely monstrous.” The Zines considers the Yokohama Court 
the “ mildest mannered” that ever found a sailor guilty of running 
away from a distresscd ship. It, moreover, is of opinion that his own 
evidence fixes on Captain Eyre “a degree of guilt to which the actual 
reprimand and penalty are totally inadequate.” 


Tre GroGRAPHicaL Soctrry.—A paper written by Major Montgo- 
meric, R.E., and read at the Geographical Society, stated that a Pun- 
dit who had been trained to explore the table lands of Thibet had dis- 
covered their prolific gold mines and vast plains of soda and salt. Sir 
Roderick Murchison, in expressing his praise of the paper, said enough 
had been said in it to cause the starting of two or three public com- 
panies within the week. Mr. Gladstone, he added. had lately remarked 
that the labours of the Geographical Society would shortly come to am 
end, as there were no more worlds to conquer. Major Montwomerie’s 
evidence proved the reverse of that, for it showed that in Cemtral Asia 
alone there were va-t and valuable regions, which for many years yet 
to come could only be explored by Pundits.

Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrespamM, April 15. 

” The Conzervatives have reaped as they had sown. Their factious op- 
ition to the Java Agrarian Bill led to its being carried in the First 
bamber by the overwhelming majority of 25 against 12 votes, and 
the King ratified the Bill the day after it was voted. It has now, there- 
fore, become Jaw, and the first step is taken to secure for Juva a new 
and liberal rule. The whole Conservative system has been pulled down, 
and a new era opened for Java—an era of progress and development. 
We may now expect that the Minister of the Colonial Department will 
alter hia Bill regarding the suzar culture in such a way as to agree 
with Liberal principles; his experience of the Agrarian Bill must 
convince him of the necessity which exists for yielding to the 
opinions of the Liberal members or having his measure outvoted. 
The Conservative papers are still furious at their want of success, 
and they now predict that this ‘“ plundering law” will coat Hol- 
land not only a good deal of money, but also much ‘national 
blood,” in defending our colony from the usurpations of foreign 
adventurers. They direct the attention of the public to a speech 
delivered by Mr. Fransen van de Putte, upon the Coloniul question, 
which speech had such a Radical tendency that one of his auditors put 
forward a resolution that the meeting should expresa the desirability 
of.a Bill being passed stipulating that. every year a certain quantity of 
land should be sold publicly in Java. Notwithstanding that Mr. 
van de Putte opposed this resolution as being at issue with the Agrarian 





Bill, the Opposition persist in regarding it as the true exposition of 


Liberal principles. Another fact has likewise offended them very 
much. The Radical paper, Het Noorden, hit upon the idea that Java 
ought to be represented in our Parliament by Europeans, established 
in that colony, and this was regarded as but little short of high-treason. 
In political circles it is again rumoured that one of the consequences 
of the measure will be the recall of Governor-General Myer, nd the 
succession of a Liberal to the post. The Vaderland, however, dis- 
credits these ramours. As soon as the First Chamber had carried the 
Agrarian Bill the members took recess; but the Second Chamber 
held a few sittings, and some Bills of local interest were carried. 
The principal vote was that by which it was arranged to arm onr in- 
fantry with rifles upon the Beanmont system. 

Whilst the Hague correspondent of the Paris journal Le Temps is 
stating, but in words as vague as possible, that we are again threatened 
with a “Luxemburg question,” the Belgian paper U'Eto.le Belge affirms 
that a diplomatic question has arisen between Holland and Belgium 
with reference to the project of the Belgian Ministry for augmenting 
the import duties on spirits. This our Government complains is not 
in conformity with international to commercial treaties. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. de Casembroot had inter- 
pellated the Minister of the Naval Department regarding the new 
screw war steamer Argus, whose destination was Java. I also told you 
that the answer given by the Minister about the seaworthiness of the 
vessel was not so satisfactory as it might have been. The Argus has 
now returned from Portsmouth, and of course a careful inspection will 
be made. In the meanwhile the papers are involved in a very animated 
discussion on this subject. 

On the 4th of May a general meeting will be held at Arnhem of the 
members of the association for promoting the welfare of the Javanese. 
Nothing more has been heard about the quarrel between Mr. Bosch 
(director of that association) and Mr. Nierstraaz, M.P. 

Some Japanese officers are now residing in Holland ; their names 
are Yamakata, Mihori, Marima, and Hakamoura. They have visited 
several towns and fortresses, and it it said that they will stay here for 
some months.

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THE CONSULAR AND DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

In our issue of the 17th of March we noticed a Blue- 
book, issued in that month, containing the replies of the 
British Cousuls in China and Japan to Lord CLarenpon’s 
demand for information regarding the cost of their respective 
establishments, and the possibility of effecting reductions. 
Another volume of correspondence on the same subject has 
just appeared, consisting chiefly of despatches exchanged be- 
tween the Secretary for Foreign Affairs and Her Masgsry’s 
Ministers in China and Japan. It is a fitting sequel to the 
former one. The Government surely took a needless amount 
of trouble, and made a superfluous demand on the time of 
its employés, in asking for information as to the possibility 
of making the proposed reductions, since they were evidently 
pre-determined to make them, whether just and prudent or 
the reverse. Atany rate, the advice asked for has been most 
contemptuously disregarded, and that to an extent which 
cannot fail to prove most prejudicial, not only to the service 
itself, but to British interests in China and Japan generally. 

Firstly, with regard to China. In his despatch to Sir R. 
Atcock, Lord CLARENDON expresses an opinion (we are un- 
aware on what grounds it is based) that the cost of living in 
China has of late years decreased ; and he asks whether 
“prices have fallen” to an extent which would warrant a 
reduction in the salaries of Her Masesty’s Consuls and Vice- 
Consuls. At the same time, in addition to a desire to reduce 
the regular pay of these officials, he announces the intention 
of.the Foreign-office to discontinue entirely the special allow- 
auces hitherto granted to the Consuls at Shanghai, Hankow, 
Kiukiang, and Foochow, which were given at the recom- 
mendation of Sir F. Bruce and Sir R. Aucock, as a set-off 
against the greatly-increased cost of living at those partioular 
ports ; unless, indeed, they should be proved, “on full in- 
quiry, to be indispensable.” In his reply to this, the 
British Minister enters at considerable length into the con- 
dition of our trade in China, and the duties and requirements 
of the Legation and Consular establishments, The conclu- 
sion he arrives at is, that a saving of some £4,000 per 
annum may be effected by withdrawing entirely from 
Formosa, but that such a step would have a bad effect 
unless we stipulated, in return, for a Treaty port on the 
Upper Yangtsze, or some other commensurate advantage. 
The only other immediate reductions Sir RUTHERFORD con- 
siders admissible, with due regard to efficiency, are in the 
extra allowances, with one or two trifling exceptions. The 
middle class of salaries, he observes, wi!l not bear to be 
touched, and the lower salaries are barely sufficient for 
existence. “ The number of these junior officers, so far from 
“admitting of reduction, must be increased if we are to 
“maintain an establishment capable of doing the work with- 
“out perpetual recurrence to temporary assistance from with- 
“out, which is often bad and always expensive.” Of the sum 
that would be saved by cutting off the temporary allowances, 
he considers that a considerable portion ought to be applied 
to increasing permanently the salaries of the Consuls who 
would be affected by the measure. Sir RuTHErForD justly 
points out that as regards the Consuls at important ports, 
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it ig not a question merely of what sum is necessary for their 
subsistence; they have to entertain, aud otherwise incur 
great expense to support their social and official position. The 
cause of the junior officials he pleads eloquently, advocating 
an increase to their salaries all round, and recommending 
that if a reduction must be made it should be in numbers, 
not in salaries. He says:—‘I believe it is better and wiser 
“ ¢o overwork a man than to starve him, or reduce him to 
“ such straits that his life is made miserable. I venture to 
“urge favourable consideration for these junior classes. They 
“have a hard struggle the first five years, and many break 
“down under it.” In other respects, too, as regards some 
provision for the personal comfort of the assistante, Sir Ru- 
THERFORD says he has often applied to the Foreign-office, 
but in vain, and he has little hope of success now. He 
names three Consuls, who have each performed over twenty- 
five yenrs’ service in China, as deserving of an increase ; 
the first being Mr. WixcHESTER, whose salary at present 
stands at £1,500, with £500 “extra allowance.” Those who 
are aware of the cost of living in Shanghai will know that 
these two sums together are not one penny more than a Consul 
would require (supposing him to have a family to support), 
to enable him to live with a proper degree of comfort. Sir 
RvTHERFORD, indeed, recommends an addition of £300 to 
his salary, but states that if this cannot be granted it ought 
at any rate to have an addition of £100, to raise it to the 
same sum as ia received by the Consul at Canton. But 
though the Foreign Secretary eagerly seizes the opportunity 
of effecting all the reductions that are allowed to be practi- 
cable, aud a good many more besides, he turns a deaf ear 
to the arguments in favour of awarding increased pay to de. 
serving officers, except in one or two minor cases. So Mr 
Wincuester loses his special allowance of £500 a-year, 
and does not seem likely to get even the rise of £100 
to which Sir R. Atcock considers him justly entitled. 
The Consul at Shanghai is a hard-worked official, with 
an insufficient and ill-paid staff, and the blow thus aimed 
at him is most unwarrantable. But this is only a 
single instance; the same spirit is manifested through- 
out the estimates; and we are forced to the conclasion that, 
for the sake of a paltry measure of retrenchment—not 
economy, for the experiment will prove in the end a most 
expersive one—our present Government is bent on ruining 
the Consular service in China. It is not likely that young 
men of intellect and culture, who go out on a pittance of 
£200 a-year, will long remain in the service when they are 
so scurvily treated and have so little to look forward to. To 
maintain a high degree of efficiency it is above all things 
necessary that the junior officers should be made comfortable 
and contented with their position, to prevent them from 
leaving it and carrying their acquirements to a better 
market, just as they become efficient and valuable as public 
servants ; and that the higher posts should be well paid, as 
inducements to the juniors to stand by the service and steadily 
work up to them. 

Besides the reductions considered as immediately admissible 
by Sir R. Atcock, and so promptly put into practice by the 
Foreign- office, there are some others of a prospective nature, 
the chief of these being a proposal to reduce the salary of . 
the Consul at Canton to £1,200, when it shall become neces- 
sary to appoint a successor to Mr. Ropertson. The esti 
mates for the coming year are remarkable for a reckless 
cutting down of the number of native employés in nearly 
every Consulate, such as boatmen, chair-coolies, and messen- 
gers, who are described by the Consuls (in despatches already 
noticed) as barely sufficient. With regard to Japan, the 
proposed alterations are less numerous ; there was even less 
scope for cutting down than in China, 80 we find the only 
very important alteration is the abolition of the Kanagawa 
Consulate, and the appointment of a Vice-Consul instead, as 
the judicial functions will be discharged by the Depnty-J udge 
of the Supreme Court, who will in future be permanently 
located at Kanagawa. This change will, we believe, give 
satisfaction to the residents, among whom the Consular Court 
has not of late been very popular ; and it is perhaps the best 
feature in the whole of the new scheme, which, in most other 
respects, is an embodiment of meanness and injustice.

THE COLONIAL POLICY OF HOLLAND. 


Tue Java Agrarian Bill has become law, the Dutch Parlia- 
ment having given its consent to the measure which abolishes 
the old Conservative system, based on the despicable prin- 
ciple of squeezing the Javanese for the benefit of the Dutch 
treasury. A hard fight it was that the Liberal members had 
to wage against their opponents, who to the last defended 
by every possible means their money-making but unjust system. 
Our Rotterdam correspondent communicated some weeks ago 
the tenor uf the measure now carried, and we only need 
to record the fact that in future tenant-right may be 
given by the Government for a period of seventy-five 
years. The immense natural riches of Java will now be 
thrown open to the efforts of private industry, and foreigner 
as well as Dutch may settle in the beautiful and wealthy island 
as cultivators of the soil. The tracts of land thus thrown open, 
the larger portion of which has been entirely neglected by the 
Dutch Government, are very extensive. According to a state- 
ment made by the Colonial Minister in a recent sitting of the 
Second Chamber, there are fifteen million bouws of land avail- 
able for cultivation in Java. The natives only occupy two 
tuillions, of which half a million remains uncleared, while the 
Government's “ diatti-woods” cover two and a-half millions. 
Thus there still remains ten millions ; and if we grant that 
only three-fourths of this are fit for tillage, then there are 
seven and a-half millions of bouws, equal to five and a-half 
millions of hectares. still open to private enterprise. We 
have no doubt but that European capital will find its way to 
Java, and that agriculture and trade will be enormously ex- 
tended by its means). The Agrarian Bill, thus, is not onl 
of interest to Java and Holland, but to the whole world, at 
least to every every enterprising nation. Of course its stipu- 
lations do not yet agree with what may be considered en- 
tirely equitable and just. Tenant-right is good, but property 
in the soil vastly better. Still, we have confidence in the 
liberal spirit of the Dutch nation, and new that the firet step 
is achieved it will doubtless be followed by further progress 
in the right direction. 

Tt may be interesting, under present cironmstances, to re- 
count in a brief manner what the Dutch culture system for- 
merly was, and this may be gathered from a very able speech 
delivered at a meeting held in Rotterdam, by Mr. T. D Fran- 
sen van de Putte, M.P., one of the former ministersof the Dutch 
Colonial department. He commenced by an allusion to the 
manner in which the East India Company settled itself in India, 
and monopolised its entire trade, and observed that the prin- 
ciples prevailing in that barbarous age are considered by the 
Conservatives still applicable. That company gradually gained 
such enormous power that it not only ruled the trade, but 
the Government as well, and the people of the colony suffered 
under a system of oppression, while the company grew wealthy. 
Several causes however led eventually to its decay, and at last 
the Batavian Government was obliged to take over the affairs 
of the company, which at that time showed a deficit of 140 
to 160 millione, and in the year 1803 a commission was ap- 
pointed to deliberate upon the measures which ought to be 
taken. It was then that the Government was first warned 
against a continuation of the system of oppression, and it was 
conclusively demonstrated to be of the greatest urgency 
that free labour, industry, and rights of propriety, coupled 
with the levying of taxes in money and not in labour, 
should take the place of the existing plan. But sll this 
was in vain ; the system of oppression was continued, and the 
colonies languished. Eight years later, in 1811, Java was 
brought under British rule, and doubtless a liberal system 
would have been introduced if their Government had lasted 
lonzer. But as soon as the Dutch regained possession, the 
old plan came once more in operation. Decay followed ; there 
were deficits in the colony, deficits in Holland, and the Belgian 
revelution was approaching. In this crisis King Wittem J. 
took the advice of Earl Van DEN Bosca, and to some extent 
altered the old system, but at the same time maintained its 
muin principles. The Government now became a cultivator 
and trader, and forced labour, to which the Javanese were com- 
pelled to submit, produced enormous wealth ; public function- 
aries grew rich in a very short time ; shipowners in Holland 
obtained immense freights, shipbrokers high premiums, indeed 
every one made his profit ; but one fact was lost sight of ; how- 
ever many persuns win at play, there must be some one who 
loses, and in this instance the Javanese was the victim. From 
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1830 till 1844 all went well; but the native population be- 
came at length so exhausted that complaints began to be 
heard. The Dutch Treasury, however, was at that time 
poor, and the Government could not afford to take notice of 
remonstrances or advice. In 1848 the first protest was made 
in the Second Chamber by Mr. van HoevELL, who severely 
criticised the Government system, and defended the rights 
of the Javanese. The system gradually languished and 
was abandoned, except as regards coffee and sugar. Many 
reasons could be given why private industry can be made to 
flourish where Government enterprise gives but very small 
profits. The only necessity for the establishment of private 
industry is that tenure of land should be granted, and this 
bas now been done, while, instead of the Javanese being 
obliged to pay taxes by means of forced labour, they will 
pay them in money. In tbe speech to which we have alluded 
Mr. van ne Porre, although an opponent of the Batig Slog 
(the Golden Calf), defended the principle that Java should - 
pay every yeara certain contribution to the Dutch Treasury, 
while, on the other side, he said Java had the right of being 
governed according to just principles, and its people the right 
of being our brethren, and not our slaves. 


THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Asmat Blue-book issued this week contains Reports from 
some of Her Masesty's Consuls in France, Germany, Nor- 
way, Spain, and Turkey, on the commerce of the ports at 
which they are stationed. Under Spain, we find the Report 
of Mr. Consul Ricketts on the trade of Manila during the 


Y | year 1869, and this ought to be interesting as being the first 


published since the outbreak of the Revolution in the mother- 
country, which of course cannot have been without some 
influence on the state of her colonies, however distant. In 
many points, however, the Report is necessarily incomplete, 
not owing to any fault on the part of the compiler, but in 
consequence of the remissness of the Government officials. 
Thus Mr. Ricketts can give no authentic statistics regarding 
the quantity and value of the imports into Manila during 
the year 1868, because the official returns have not yet been 
published ; and, he adds, “It being quite uncertain when 
“ they will be published, as those for the year 1865 have not 
“as yet been brought to light, one has no.means of furnish- 
“ing any proper statement as to this branch of the com- 
“ merce of the Philippines.” The quantity of cotton goods, 
plain, printed, and coloured, that left Great Britain for 
Manila in 1868 is reported at 34,000,000 of yards, and the 
cotton twist at 314,000 Ibs. Large stocks of cotton goods 
remained on hand last year, and sales generally realised but 
low prices ; indeed, many Chinese traders who had invested 
heavily in cotton goods were compelled to part with them 
with but little profit. In short, the supply of this sort of 
goods would appear, for some time past, to have been in ex- 
cess of the requirements of the country, and this is by no 
means an encouraging feature in the Report; but Mr. 
Ricketts believes that the abolition of the differential duties, 
and other fiscal reforms inaugurated oy the new Spanish 
Government, will prove highly beneficial to the trade, espe- 
cially with Great Britain. 

With regard to the export trade of the Philippines, Mr. 
Ricketts is able to give more precise information. The total 
value of produce shipped from the various ports in 1868 was 
$14,013,108, of which Great Britain and her colonies ab- 
sorbed the value of $6,441,644. Of the above total $3,900,154 
represented shipments on Government account, and of the 
remainder, shipped by merchants, more than half went to 
Great Britain and her possessions. Sugar, hemp, tobacco 
and coffee are the principal articles of export ; the sugar and 
coffee are consumed chiefly by Great Britain, the hemp by 
America, and the tobaccoby Spain. The shipments of sugar 
and hemp for 1868 exceed the average of the three preced- 
ing years, but fall short of those in 1862 and 1863 ; coffee 
shows a tolerably steady increase ; cigars fluctuate in a curi- 
ous manner, the export in 1868 being considerably less than 
in 1863 or 1866, but far above 1862, 1864, 1865, and 1867, 
Even in its present unsatisfactory state, the commerce of 
Manila gives employment to a good many English shipe. 
Of the vessels trading to Manila Harbour in 1868, 93 were 
Spanish, and 112 foreign; of the latter, 54, or nearly one- 
half, being British. The 112 foreign ships represented close 
upon three times the tonnage of the 93 Spanish; But the 
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latter neasly all entered and left with cargoes, while the fo- 
reigners mostly arrived in ballast, to load produce. Mr. 
Riexketts strongly advocates the abolition of the tobacco mo- 
nopoly, and the opening of the Philippine ports to the trade 
of the world, without restriction. He may expect to see his 
hopes fulfilled about the same time as free trade is established 
in the Dutch East Indies. 


Ir appears that the indemnity obtained from the Chinese 
by the United States Government after the war of 1856-7 
was more than sufficient to cover all the claims of American 
citizens arising out of those operations, aud the question has 
now arisen, “ What is to be done with the surplus?” The 
American Minister, Mr. Reep, demanded the sum of $700,000 
as idemnity for the losses of his countrymen. The amount 
was paid by the Chinese authorities, and accepted by the 
United States Government, on the condition that the balaace 
remaining, after satisfying all claims for the losses above 
mentioned, should be refunded. The sum of $500,000 was 
found to be sufficient, and the balance is still in the Treasury at 
Washington. It is now proposed, with the concurrence of the 
Chinese Government, to apply the remaining $200,000 toward 
the American College at Peking, for the benefit of both 
Chinese and Americans. A committee in New York, consist- 
ing of ex-Governor Moreaan, Wm. E. Dopes, Chancellor 
Farris, and others, have the matter under consideration. At 
@ late meeting (of which we give an account in another 
column) they recommended that the sum be inoreased to 
$400,000 and at once bestowed upon the college. The plan 
originated with the late Mr. BURLINGAME. 


A PagLIAMENTARY PAPER just issued (Japan, No. 2, 1870) 
contains a “ Further Report from Mr. Apams on Silk Culture 
in Japan,” which has already been published by the Yoko- 
hama Chamber of Commerce. Mr. ADAMs gives more infor- 
mation about the destructive parasite uji, from which it ap- 
pears that the natives, if properly informed, could easily 
“ stamp out” this pest. When the uji comes out of the 
cocoon, it is thrown aside, under the impression that it is 
dead, or dying, but this is not the case—it undergoes a 
transformation into a fly, which lays its eggs in the silkworm, 
and 80 on ad infinitum. Were this fully understood it would 
be easy to exterminate the parasite by destroying it while in 
the larva stage. Mr. ApaMs considers the large exportation 
of eggs an important cause of the deterioration in Japan 
silk, and lays great stress on the necexssity of introducing 
European machinery. 


Prorie who fancy that the award of a good service pension 
to Admiral Kepret is a proof that his doings in China have 
given satisfaction at the Admiralty, labour under a slight 
mistake. Sir Henry KeEppe is far too energetic and inde- 
pendent to be popular at the Admiralty under the present 
regime ; in fact, the qualities that have won for him univer- 
sal esteem and admiration in the East, and everywhere where 
“ British pluck ” is appreciated, are the ones least calculated 
to receive favour from Mr. CHILDERS. The good-service 
pension conferred on Sir HENRY, well-earned as it is, proceeds 
not.from a due recognition of his merits at the Admiralty, 
but is conferred by special desire of the QuEEN. 


Ir is proposed (according to the Eastern Budget) to es- 
tablish a new route to India, which some people think will 
be a formidable rival to that wa Brindisi. A railway is to 
be built connecting the Austrian lines with the harbour of 
Santi Quaranta, in Epirus, via Dalmatia, Bosnia, and Albania. 
It is stated that this harbour could be made to accommodate 
a large number of ships, and that the country in its vicinity 
is very fertile, aud capable of affording a great opening for 
ita commercial development. It is 760 miles nearer Alex- 
andria than Brindisi, and ships using it for the Indian traffic 
would avoid the dangerous navigation of the Archipelago. 





From Washington we hear that the projeet of converting 
the monthly Pacific Mail service into a fortnightly one is 
likely to be carried into effect shortly, the Post-office Com- 
mittee of the American Senate baving agreed to a Bill to 
subsidise the Pavific Mail Steamship Company for carrying 


mails between San Francisco and China semi-monthly to the | 


amount of $1,000,000 per annum. 
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THE preparations for the expedition of the first section of 
cable to be laid by the Great Northern Telegraph (China 
and Japan Extension) Company are making progress. The 
Danish frigate Tordenskjold has arrived in the Thames, where 
she will take on board a portion of the cable, for the re- 
mainder of which the company have chartered the steamers 
Cella and Great Northern. About 400 miles are now finished 
in the tanks, and the remainder will be completed by the 
time the ships are fitted up and ready to receive their car- 
goes. It is expected that before the end of May the whole 
will be on its way to China. 


Tue report of Mesars. Micoie and Francis (delegates of 
the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce) on the Upper Yangteze 
is ordered to be laid on the table of the House of Commons. 
We are glad to see this valuable document receive the re- 
cognition due to its merits. 


Mr. Cyrus Fre.p is in Washington promoting the scheme 
for a telegraph cable under the Pacific Ocean to connect 
California, China, and Japan. A memorial has been pre- 
sented to Congress on the subject. ;

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY FUND. 

Under this heading the New York Times gives the following 
report of a meeting held at the University of the City of New 
York, in regard to the American college at Peking, proposed by 
Mr. Burlingame :— 

The committee appointed at a recent meeting of citizens to 
consider what disposition ought to be made of the surplus of the 
Chinese Indemnity Fund, and to communicate with Con 
upon the subject, convened on Tuesday, in the Chancellor's room 
of the University of New York City, at the call of Chancellor 
Ferris, chairman. 

Professor W. P. Jones, lately United States Consul at Amoy and 
Canton, at whose invitation the previous meeting had been called, 
gave a brief history of the fund, showing that afcer the Anglo- 
French and Chinese war of 1856 and 1857, in which the Chinese 
authorities burned the foreign settlements of Canton, Mr. Reed, 
United States Minister, demanded and obtained 500,000 taels (or 
about $700,000) as indemnity for the losses thus inflicted upon 
certain Americans; that Mr. Reed promised that if this sum 
proved to be more than we were entitled to, the excess should be 
restored to them ; that two years later, when all just claims of our 
citizens had been discharged from the fund, there remained 
surplus of more than $200,000, which Mr. Buchanan in_ his 
annual message to the Thirty-sixth Congress, and Mr. Lin- 
coln in his annual message to the second session of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress, both declared “ belongs in equity to the Chinese 
Government,” and recommended Congress “to appropriate to 
some benevolent object in which the Chinese may be specially 
interested,” intending thereby (as shown in Mr. Seward’s report, 
Exec. Doc. No. 29, to 3rd sess. 40th Cong.), the Scientific Insti- 
tution at Peking, first proposed by Dr. Williams, United States 
Charge d’Affaircs, and afterward repeatedly recommended by the 
late Minister Burlingame. Prof. Jones stated the design of the 
institution as twofold ; first to teach the Chinese language, laws 
&c., to Americans desirous of fitting themselves to act as United 
States interpreters in our consular service, or as scientific ex- 
plorers, builders of railroads, &c., in that country ; and secondly, 
to teach the Chinese the English language, and introduce a 
knowledge of American arts and sciences among them. He then 
showed what action Congress had taken up to this time, upon 
these recommendations of the Presidents, and submitted sundry 
resolutions, which he hoped would express the sense of the com- 
mittee on this subject. 


After full discussion, participated in by Hon. Mr. Dodge, Mr 
Benedict, Mr. Taft, and Chancellor Ferris, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted and ordered to be engrossed, and 
a copy sent to each Ilouse of Congress. 

Resolved—That this committee is of opinion that the surplus 
of the indemnity fund received from the Chinese under the Con- 
vention of 1858, referred to in the arnual message of President 
Buchanan to the second session of the Thirty-sixth Congress, and 
of President Lincoln to the second session of the Thirty-seventh 
Congress, with the accumulation thereon, certainly does belong in 
equity to the Chinese Government, as the Presidents therein 
declare, and should be returned to it. But if declined by the 
Imperial Government we are in favour, with their consent and 
approval, of haviug the same expended in the manner advised by 
the late Minister Burlingame, to found a literary institution in 
China for the mutual benefit of both Chinese and Americans. 

Resolved—That we believe that the sum of $400,000, judiciously 
expended, is sufficient to effect very important results in the way 
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of introducing a practical knowledge of scientific principles among 
& people so intelligent and so desirous of obtaining information 
as the Chinese, and that we believe that the method proposed by 
Mr. Burlingame, rightly developed, may become the means of 
rapidly advancing the interests of commerce, science, and modern 
civilisation, and strengthening American influence with the lite- 
rati—the real rulers of China. 

Resolved—That in view of the fact that our Government has 
required of China the right to exclusive jurisdiction over all 
American citizens and American property on Chinese soil, justice 
and national honour also require that proper provision should be 
made for the suitable education of interpreters for our consular 
and diplomatic service in that empire, either according to the 
plan contemplated by this measure, or by some other equally 
effective. (Signed)

CHINA AND THE GOSPEL.* 

Under this title the Rev. Mr. Morreap, well known as one of 
the most able and experienced among Protestant missionaries in 
China, has produced an unpretending but withal interesting and 
valuable little book. In his introductory remarks the author 
anticipates the question, ‘“‘ Why publish a new book on this sub- 
ject?” and answers it thus :—“ The greatness of the theme, and 
our Jong practical acquaintance with it, form the only apology.” 
In truth, no apology is needed at all. A careful perusal of the 
work leads us to the conclusion that notwithstanding the number 
of books already written by China missionaries, this one is still 
important as throwing a new light on many interesting questious, 
and dealing with others that missionaries, as a rule, either ignore 
or. deal with in a manner doubtless thoroughly conscientious, but 
at the same time the reverse of practical. Mr. MurzHeap’s esti- 
mate of the native character is eminently just, as will be seen by 
the remarks here quoted :— 

We desire to give the utmost credit to the Chinese for such illustrations 
of moral excellenee as we find amongst them. At the same time, the 
whole body pulitic is in large measure vitiated, corrupt, and depraved. 
Many of the worst vices obtain among the lower classes; and the higher, 
the ruling, the mandarin sections, are cruel, unjust, and extortionate in 
their official life. Little faith can be placed in their word, and they hesi- 
tate not to break it whenever their selfish and ambitious interests are sup- 
posed to interfere. Our pclitical, mercantile, and missionary intercourse 
with the Chinese brings out elements in their character and conduct which 
may irritate and annoy, but need not surprise us. There can be no close 
hearty association with them, on this very ground. We require to 
be always on our guard against the deceit, the dishonesty, the 
untrothfulness, the treachery with which they are chargeable; and 
their social life is marked by principles and practices which place them 
in a low position as compared with our Christian civilisation. In- 
fanticide doubtless obtains among them, but we have no means of 
determining its extent. It is denounced in the Criminal Code and in 
other official announcements, but it is perpetrated in secret and does not 
appear in open day. The Chinese are aware of its moral impropriety, but 
exouse themvelves on the ground of poverty or illegitimacy, or the eom- 
parative wortblessness of female children, or of the infant soul. A woman 
once confessed to me that she had destroyed three or four of her own girls, 
bat she did not like it to be referred to, as there was evidently a sense of 
shame and infamy connected with it. We are inclined to think that the 
reports among us on the subject are greatly overdrawn; but the fact is, 
there are times and places when and where the evil is more current than at 
other seasons and in other circumstances, Gambling is a prevailing habit 
in China, though it is declared to be illegal. Opium smoking is rampant 
in all parts, and is eating out the vitals of the nation. It is the fruitful 
cause of many other social crimes, such as theft, suicide, murder, and 
piracy, which are greatly on the increase, in consequence of the extensive 
use of this narcotic, 

Mr. Muramap’s remarks on the political situation are very clear 
and well expreased, though we cannot help thinking he somewhat 
exaggerates the “hate and dread” with which foreigners are 
looked on by the people. At any rate the hatred and fear, even 
if they do in some parts exist to the extent the author believes. 
are fostered and stimulated by the mandarins for their own evil 
porpoees, and would soon give way to a better and more friendly 

eelmg were free intercourse promoted instead of the present sys- 
tem of jealous exclusiveness :— 

We may farther observe that the deep-rooted aversion to change is allied 
té an intense hostility to foreigners on the part of many. The one is a 
mere subterfuge in their case for the other. We are hated and dreaded. 
We have entered China not as friends and tribute-bearers, but as mighty 
conquerors and independent of control. The authorities have been obliged 
to receive us, and cede certain rights and privileges which they would 
gladty toke away if they could. Had they the power, the governing 
classes would soon compe! ua to leave the country, or confine us to some 
limited position on the sea coast. And it is the opinion of not a few that 
this is their aim and expectation. All they are doing now in the way of 
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forming arsenals, building gunboats, training soldiers, and manufacturing 
shot and shell, is only with this idea, that they. may be on an equal foot- 
ing with curselves, and be able to fight on our own ground. In evidence of 

this, it is maintained that the Chinese authorities are more supercilious and 

overbearing than ever. They are strongly opposed te anything like conces- 

sion to foreigners, and instead of advancing in the line of progress, showing 

that they ure more favourably inclined towards us, they are actuated by 

a more exclusive spirit, and are resolved to keep ug as much at arm's 

length as possible. The mission of Mr. Burlingame to Western Courts is 

represented by many us an illusion, designed only to ward off the day when 

China shall be thrown open to foreign intercourse in the fullest manner. 

Its promises of a liberal policy are said to be belied by the occurrences 

that are taking place in the country, and the stolid opposition of the ruling 

powers to the demands of our foreign Ministers. What is to be done in 

the circumstances? We are not writing for political purposes. We have 

other and higher aims in view. Only we may remark that it is indispen- 

sable we should maintain the rights we have already secared, and employ 

all legitimate means for pressing upon the people and authorities the ne- 

ceasity of progress in their nativnal civilisation and culture. We cannot 

be true to ourselves, nor to the country with which we are brought Into 

contact, if this is not done. Any drawing back on our part and our just 

claims and privileges will assuredly betaken advantage of, and issue in . 
eur own discomfiture, as well as in loss to the Chinese themselves. 

Let the Government maintain their political rights to the utmost, and 
show that they have both the power and the will todo so. This will in- 
timidate such a treacherous nation as the Chinese are, especially in their 
representatives, from breaking their treaty stipulations with us, ag they 
are always ready todo. Let our foreign authorities exert their inflaence 
for the enlightenment of the high officials as to our superior civilisation 
and culture, and press these upon them in all legitimate ways. Let our 
merchants aid in the noble endeavour aa best they can, by the diffusion of 
useful information on the subject among those with whom they come in 
contact. Let our missionaries, too, act their solemn part in the matter; 
and by these various means we may expect, in course of time, to see the 
ignorant and stupid prejudices of the Chinese disappear. They will be 
taught to know us better than they have done; and, appreciating at once 
our science and religion, a new era will be followed by a brilliant and glo- 
rious day in the character and history of its people. 

We should like to make a good many extracts, but have room 
for only one more, which will give an idea of the author's views 
on the opium trade—a subject that is attracting a great deal of 
public attention just now, and will shortly be discussed in Parlia- 
ment. Mr. MuIRHEAD says :— 

We venture to ask, is the opium trade necessary, honest, Christian, in 
any sense whatever? Can we righteously and conscientiously participate 
in it? Can we engage in a thing which is in nowise productive of good, 
and is the direct and acknowledged cause of much evil to the Chinese ? 
They confess that they are befooled and besotted by it. In their own per- 
sons, in the various relations of life, in thelr national character and capacity, 
they have been overcome, enslaved, degraded by it. They will. not defend 
the use of it in any instance, except that having betaken to it, they cannot 
give it up. The abandonment of the trade would be confusing for a time 
to our mercantile interests, to our Indian Exchequer, and to myriads who 
have become its victims. What then? That is no argument for its 
continuance, and the call is loud and earnest to those who have auy- 
thing to do with it. Be the consequences what they may, in any of these 
respects, the duty of all Christian men is to have no connection with it. 
We know there are several honourable firms in China who have wholly 
abstained from the traffic. They are honoured accordingly ; but there are 
many whose names and hands are soiled with the drug. We know one 
gentleman who was so thoroughly convinced of the evils of the trade that 
he wrote on his authority to Bombay to cease the consignment of any more 
opium to his house, and lhe was prepared to stand by it, however he might 
be culled to suffer. What should hinder all our English and American 
merchants following his example ? 

The April number of The Food Journal contains, among other inte- 
resting matter, a continuation of the papers on coffee adulteration, in 
which the admixture of chicory with coffee is unreservedly condemned, 
as being not only “cheap and nasty,” but absolutely poisonous. To 
make matters worse, it seems that the chicory ured to adulterate coffee 
is first itself adulterated with all sorts of abominations. ‘‘ Exhausted 
tea-leaves” form the subject of another article, which is eapecially inte- 
resting just now, when public attention is so forcibly drawn to the 
importation of spurious tea.

1,000 bales to arrive on private terms. The quotation above given was 
firmily maintained up to the close. Three vessels recently arrived 
from Manila, the Franklin, Tabor, and Western Chief brought supplies 
amounting to 13,018 hales, the greater part of which has been added 
to stock without influencing the tone of the market. The stock of 
Manila on the 1st April was estimated at 20,591 bales, against 3,205 
bales at the correaponding date of 1869, and 27,844 bales in 1868, 
The imports into the United States from the lst Janvary to the Slat 
March, 1870, were 48,186 bales, against 34,795 bales during the 
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corresponding period of last year, and the quantity afloat on the 31st 
March was 18,817 bales, against 12,676 bales at the same date last year.

Economica, SteamiInc.—Last week a trial of some interest to en- 

ineers was made in Leith of the engines of the screw steamer St. 

etersburg, belonging to D. R. Macgregor, Eaq., of Leith. Previous 
to the alterations being made, the vessel bad been propelled by the 
ordinary low-pressure engines with common condenser; but as she is 
intended to sail to India by way of the Suez Canal, it was, of course, 
very desirable that the consumption of fuel should be reduced as low 
as possible. The steamer has hitherto had two cylinders, 52 in. in 
diameter ; the steam, in passing from them to the condenser, is usually 
reduced from ahout 20 lbs. per square inch of pressure to u little above 
atmospheric preseure, thus leaving some useful work in the steam, 
which, in the new system, is completely utilised. In the present ar- 
rangement one of the 52-inch cylinders was removed, and replaced by 
one of 30 inches diameter. Steam of 60 lbs. pressure enters it first 
from the boiler; after having done work there, the steam pas-es to the 
larger cylinder, and, working expansively, passes to the condenser 
considerably below atmospheric pressure, its power for doing useful 
work being completely exhausted. On the trial the engines started 
and reversed easily with a pressure of 23 lbs. per square inch, which 
ig considered good work for compound engines. On the voyage 








round to Liverpool the epeed of the vessel shows a slight increase 
while the ager ss of fuel is reduced from 22 cwt. of coals to 7$ 
cwt. per hour. e believe this is the first time steamboat engines 
of the ordinary type have been converted into compound, and the ex- 
periment has proved a complete success. 


A TELecraPH Surp.—The screw steamer Edinburgh, the property 
of Messrs. Edward Bates and Sons, has just been fitted by Messra- 
Laird Brothers, at their works, Birkenhead, for the service of the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company. Her dimensions 
are—290 feet long, 39 feet wide, 26 feet deep; tonnage, 2 200 tons. 
She ia now arranged with three large cable tanks, two of them being 
82 feet diameter by 22 feet deep. and the third 26 feet diameter by 
20 feet deep. Under the two largest of them there has been fitted an 
inner skin, forming a double bottom, for stowage of water ballast when 
the weight in the cable tanks has run out. There are alao various 
other fittings and appliances specially arranged for the telegraph work. 
The engines, which are new, have been made by Messrs. Laird on the 
compound system, and are the third pair made for the same owners. 
The engines are vertical, the small cylinder having a diameter of 44 
inches and the large cylinder 78 inches, with a stroke of 3 feet 6 
inches, and are nominally of 275-horse power. The cylinders are 
jacketed at the tops and bottoms as well as the sides. The valve for 
admitting the steam to the small cylinder is fitted with an exp2nsion 
valve, and is placed at the forward end, and the valve for admitting 
the steam into the large cylinder is placed between the two cylinders. 
The pumps are worked by levers from a cross head on the piston-rod 
of the large cylinder. The condensers have horizontal tubes, the water 

' circulating inside the tubes. There are two cylindrical boilers, firing 
from both ends, having two furnaces, each with return tubes, and fitted 
1 with cylindrical superheatera on the top of each boiler.
